British Prerequisite For 
Spanish Settlement — 


London, Avr. 16. 


_ The Anglo-Italian Agreement consists of three 
sections—a protocol, an exchange of letters: and. a ‘boi 


voisinage agreement. -- 


‘The protocol declares that. the two Governments 
being animated by a desire to ‘place relations on a ‘solid 
and lasting basis and to contribute to the general cause 
of peace and security have decided to undertake conver- 


sations.: 


The protocol déclares that the instruments attached 
will come into force at such date as the Governments shall 
determine. It further states that upon the instruments 


taking effect, negotiations 


in which the Egyptian 


Government shall be invited to participate, in so far-as 


it is concerned, sh 
boundaries. ‘ 


‘The instruments attached to 
Protocol re-affirm the Se eatin” 
declaration of Junuary 2, 1937, re- 
garding the Mediterrancan and also 
the status quo in the Western 
Mediterrancan, 


The two parties agree periodically 
to exchange information with regard 
to the major prospective of ad- 
ministrative movements or redistri- 
button of respective Jand forces in 
their overseas territories bordering 
on the Mediterranean, Red Sea, Gulf 
of Aden, Egypt, Sudan, Italian East 
Africa, British Somaliland, Kenya, 
Uganda and Northern Tanganyika. 

They also agree to notify each 
other in advance of any dectslon to 
provide new naval alr buses in the 
East Mediterrancan ond Red Sen or 
approaches thereto. 


The parties bind themselves to re- 
spect the integrity and independence 
of Saudi Arabla and Yemen and agree 
that it is thelr common interest that

VOLUNTEERS IN SPAIN 

The Italian Government confirma 
adherence to the British formula for 
proportional evacuation of volunteers 
from Spain, and pledge themselves 
to apply evacuation at a moment to 
be determined by the Non-Interven- 
tlon Committee, and undertake that 
ff evacuation is not compicted by the 
close of the Spanish war, al) re- 
maining Italian volunteers will forth- 
with leave Spanis. soll with all 
Italian war material, 

Italy declares that she has no ter- 
ritoriat or political aims nor docs she 
seek any privileged economic position 
in Spain, the Balearic Islands, 
Spanish possessions oversens or ‘the 
Spanish zone of Morocco. She has 
no intention of keeping any armed 
forces in these territories. 


BRITISH PREREQUISITE 


Here the British Government re- 
peats that they regard a settlement 
of the Spanish question as a pre- 
requisite for entry into force of the 
Anglo-Italian Agreement. 

The British Government state that 
they intend at the forth-coming meet- 
ing of the League of Nations to 
clarify the situation in Ethfopia.. 

The bon volsinage agreement pro- 
vides for co-operation with a view to 
preventing .avdsion of the antl- 
slavery laws In their respective ter- 
ritorics or the enrolment of nationals 
of one party In the native military 
formations of the other.

107 Bodies Counted 
In Street 


c Canton, April 17. 

Canton experienced another hectic 
doy to-day os SL Japanese planes 
conducted) further indiscriminate 
bombings over the city in rely s: A 
number of bombs dumped in the 
north part of the city killed and 
wounded more than 100 elvifinns 
and demolished five schools and over 
60 clvillan houses. ° : 

The sirens were sounded at 11.15 
am. when 11 Japanesesplanes were 
sighted coming from aff the Tonx- 
kawan const. When they reached 
the castern outskirts, they were 
kept at a high altitude. by intensive 
Chinese ‘antl-alrernft«gun fire. Sev-| 
eral high explosives "were ' dropped 
‘on the Tien Ho aerodrome. The 
detonations were clearly audible in- 
side the city. 

‘After releasing the missiies, the 
rhiding plancs flew northward to 
Hwahsien and Yuantam. Shortly 
afterward they returned to Canton. 
Whilst Chinese anti-aircraft guns 
were busily firing at them, another 
squadron of 11 Japanese planes came 
from off the Tongkawan const and 
Joined the first. squadron over the 
White Cloud Mountain. 

Flying amidst bursts of anti-alr- 
crnft gun fire, the 22 raiders pro- 
ceeded to the north purt of the city, 
where they dumped some 30 bombs, 
and muachine-gunned the _ streets. 
The buildings of the Kwangtung 
Provincin! Middle School for Girls, 
the Ta Chung Middle School, the 
Yuan Tung Chung School, the 28th 
Municipal Primary School, and the 
Kwang Chung Middle School at the 
foot of Yul Sui Hil and more than 
60 dwelling houses were wrecked. 
Over 100 casualties are believed to 
have resulted. The raiders depart- 
ed about 1,30 p.m. after corrying out 
thelr destructive mission. . 

At 4 p.m, another squadron of 16 
Japanese plancs again broke into the 
elty mits. Chinese anti-vircraft 
guns fired henvily at them, break- 
ing thelr formation, They flew 
away not long after, Two of them 
released more than 10 bombs’ at Tal- 
ping and Pelsha. All. the missiles 
landed on the ‘open fields, causing 
no damage. 

Early this morning {wo Japanese 
planes raided Taling und Hsinoling 
Islands .off the Chungshan coust. 
Twelve bombs were dropped, de- 
molishing several farm houses. 
Central News. 

The Japanese raiders dropped over 
n dozen bombs, mostly incendiary, in 
thickly congested strects in the Great 
North district here shortly after noon

acrodromes. Clouds of smoke were 

seen rising In the northern sections 

of the city.

107 CORPSES IN STREETS 

Telephoning {rom Canton Inst 
evening Our Own Correspondent 
stated that during a tour of the dis~ 
tricts bombed he counted 107 dead, 
Including -10 children. A check-up 
in the various city hospitals reveal- 
ed 78 stretcher cases. In the most 
thickly populated ~ districts” bombed, 
the majority of causunlties were 
children. “The small casualty lst dg 
undoubtedly due to the fact’ that the 
raids were staged during the week- 


end,” he said. 

“At the  Kwanglung Middle 
School, one incendiary bomb fell 
through the roof of the library, set- 
ting fire to the room. Two others 
fell through the roof into two class- 
rooms, completely destroying them 
and killing five school workers. 

“Before they started bombing, the 
Japanese airmen strafed the streets 
with muchinc-gun bullets, wounding 
63 pedestrians. : 

wOne of the Japanese planes was 
hit) by an anti-aircraft shell ‘over 
White Cloud Mountain and was seen 
folling to the south. < : 

“A week ago, when the Japancse 
destroyed the military uniform fac- 
tory, they dropped pamphiets warn- 
Ing the people. of Canton to leave 
as they were going to severely bomb 
the city, It was thought here that 
they would carry out thelr, threat 
between April 16, and 16.” , 

MANY HOUSES DEMOLISHED 

: Canton, Apr. 17. 

At least 16 houses along the Shiu 
Park Rood and two of the adjoining 
Innes were completely destroyed, 
while oa few more were partly 
damaged, The exact number of 
casunities involved js still not known, 
but it is belleved that many lives 
have been involved. Up to late this 
afternoon over 30 bodies hod been 
dug out from the debris. of the 
demolished houses. Most ‘of the 
victims were women and children os 
‘many. of the houses, were private 
residences. Besides those trapped In 
the collapsed houses many were in- 
jured, some seriously. + 

Remarkable’ work has been per- 
formed by the clty ambulances, which 
turned out to the scene of the tragedy 
almost immediately after the bom- 
‘bing. With the assistance rendered 
by ‘other rescue parties all Injured 
persons were quickly removed into 
varlous hospitals in the city, 

A still worse fate was suffered by 
another .residential ‘quarter at Tal 
Pari, Road, another main thorough 
fare running parailel to Shiu’ Park 
Rond, because some of the bombs 
dropped there were incendiary bombs, 
which started a big conflagration 
Immediately: ‘after tho. explosion. 
Along Tai Park Road four houses 
were completely destroyed, whilo six 
were partly damaged. It ts estimated 
that at least 40. casualties resulted In

The fate of our sun, however, is 
n different matter. It is five 
billion years old and has been 
losing weight, and volume, at the 
rate of 300,000,000 tons a 
minute all that time.

If disgruntled tenants wish to 
thorourhly arouse public opinion on 
the subject, 1 suggest an effective 
means would be to tour some of our 
slums, and dray up a report on what 
can be seen and heard any hour of 
Feelings 
would then be so outraged that no 
self-respecting member of this Colony 
would rest until reform of some kind 
was Insiituted. There must, how- 
ever, be some unanimity of thought, 
and united action, before any im- 
provement can be hoped for, but or- 
ganisations such os the K.R.A, already 
exist for such a purpose. Knowing 
Hongkong so well, however, and the 
biunket of apathy which smothers us
